Celebrating CSUS’ 50th Anniversary 


As California State University enrollmentincreases, full- 
time faculty numbers decline. Meanwhile, part-time faculty 
numbers rise, leading to concerns about faculty workloads 
and quality of instruction. 

Defending increased part-time fac- 
ulty in the CSU, Chancellor Charles 
Reed said that part-time faculty are a 
resource he underestimated in his own 
college education. 

“I didn’t think that I got a good 
education the day I graduated because 
Thad a lot of part-time instructors,” Reed said. “But later — 
10 years, 15 years — I realized I did. They were smart. They 
provided me with a lot of the experience I would get froma 
full-time professor.” 

According to the CSU public affairs office, between 
1991 and 1997 the number of full-time faculty in the CSU 
system has dropped from 11,820 to 10,581 —a 10.5-percent 
decrease. Over the same period of time, part-time faculty 
jumped from, 5,912 to 8,073 — a 26.7-percent increase.

According to Campbell, the initiative — 
authored by 1994 gubernatorial candidate Ron 
Unz — is based on the deception that children 
are not learning English under the current sys- 
tem, which allows school boards flexibility in 
using bilingual programs.

A 23-year-old woman was des- 
perate to contact the authorities two 
weeks ago, after being flashed in 
parking Lot 8. But when the CSUS 
student reached an emergency cam- 
pus phone, she found the line was 
dead. 

“He waited until I was alone 
before he stopped his car next to me 
and exposed himself,” said the stu- 


dent, who asked to remain anony- 
mous due to the nature of the inci- 
dent. 

The student ran to a nearby 
maintenance worker, who sug- 
gested she use the campus emer- 
gency phone to report the inci- 
dent to the authorities. But the 
phone did not work. Fueled by 
anger and the desire to see the 
flasher punished, she drove 
around the campus before finding 
two police officers on bicycles. 

But the officers were unaware 
the nine emergency campus 
phones were not activated. They 
could not tell her the phones

Anthropology professor says 





CHILLING: Faculty questions new 


lack of cuisine shows diversity |CSU chancellor’s vision for tenure

If we are what we eat, America is 
a nation of diversity. 

Unlike France, Italy or Mexico, 
Americans have no national cuisine, 
said Professor Sidney J. Mintz during 
his Friday lecture, “Animals that Cook.” 

“You can have a ham sandwich 
today, pizza tomorrow, and Thai food 
the next,” he illustrated. 

Mintz, a professor of anthropol- 
ogy at UC Berkeley, said because 
America is so diverse — and the 
foods so different — a national cui- 
sine may never develop. 

During his speech sponsored by 
the anthropology department, Mintz 
stressed the irony of how we speak of 
the tastes of other countries. 

“We talk about how disgusting we 
think the Japanese are for eating raw 
fish, but we enjoy eating oysters right 
out of the shell,” he said. “We are 


products of our culture.” He explained 
that the tastes people acquire have 
significance as an aspect of the cul- 
ture. 

Everyone is different, whether they 
like to eat alone or with someone 
else, Mintz said. 

According to Mintz, our imagina- 
tion runs wild with regards to food. 

Talking about food helps us stay 
in touch with each other in terms of 
our ideas, he said. We also use sym- 
bolic imaging in our minds, suchas a 
taste that’s sweet as honey being lik- 
ened to sex. “Food is a wonderfully 
powerful symbol that we can load up 
with all kinds of thoughts,” he said. 

But in his impression, we take 
food for granted. 

“We treat food like it’s not terribly 
important.” 

Mintz contended the most impor- 
tant point in the civilization of mankind 
was the domestication of animals. 

“It took us the mastery over cows 


and horses to learn about our own 
humanity,” he said. 

According to the Bible, Adam and 
Eve were originally vegetarians, but 
because they then sinned by Eve’s 
picking the apple, man was cursed to 
forever be acarnivorous being, Mintz 
said. Mintz also noted table etiquette 
can be seen as a rite of passage into 
maturity. 

“Children learn manners at the 
table, which is one price they pay for 
adulthood,” he reasoned. 

Mintz concluded his speech witha 
description of a trip he made to a 
McDonald’s restaurant in India. 

While there, he asked women cus- 
tomers what they thought of the ex- 
perience. 

They answered saying that they 
liked the clean bathrooms and that 
they could choose on their own what 
they wanted to eat, even though they 
were less than impressed by the 
restaurant’s food itself.

teach an equivalent full-time load, said 
CSUS vice president of academic af- 
fairs Jolene Koester. 

Although CSU contends it is not 
replacing full-time faculty with part- 
timers, CSUS professor Michael 
Fitzgerald disagrees. 

“I have seen it at Sac State and at 
(CSU) Hayward. What happens all 
across the system is when full-time 
professors retire, they are being re- 
placed with part-timers,” said 
Fitzgerald, who represents CSUS on 
the statewide Academic Senate. 

CSU Hayward lost about 60 full- 
time faculty members between 1991 
and 1993, said Hayward’s Academic 
Senate chair, Alex Cassuto. Rehiring 


full-time faculty has occurred atamuch 
slower rate. 

“Because of the budget crises and 
the underfunding of enrollment in- 
creases, we have not been able to re- 
place them,’ Cassuto said. 

Part-timers teach 35 percent of 
Hayward’s teaching units. Some de- 
partments run closer to 60 percent, 
particularly within the School of Arts, 
Letters and Social Sciences. The rea- 
sons vary, including retirement and 
sabbatical coverage. 

“The situation has not improved at 
all,” Cassuto said. “It’s been getting 
worse over the past three or four years.” 

Reed acknowledged the system- 
wide trend toward part-time faculty 
when he was at CSUS last Wednesday. 

“It'll probably stay the same. But 


don’t think that part-time faculty aren’t 
good. They can be a great: wealth of 
experimental and real-world knowl- 
edge,” Reed said. 

CSU spokesman Ken Swisher says 
that part-timers are not replacing full- 
timers. 

“We’re not replacing positions,” 
Swisher said. “It’s a matter of adding to 
cover increased enrollment.” 

CSU figures show that student en- 
rollment increased by 17,435 students 
between 1994 and 1996. However, the 
total enrollment of 336,803 students in 
1996 was lower than the historic high 
in 1990, when it was 369,053. 

Chico State department of psychol- 
ogy chair Marvin Megibow acknowl- 
edged the statewide trend but said a 
university’s location affects its use of

part-timers. He said Chico State uses a 
smaller percentage of part-time faculty 
than metropolitan campuses, such as 
CSU Los Angeles, San Diego State and 
CSUS. 

“Being the insular community that 
we are, we don’t have the reserves that 
others do,” he said. “Most Ph.D.s (in 
Chico) are gainfully employed.” 

Megibow said that Chico State has 
less “‘freeway fliers’ — part-time fac- 
ulty that teach part-time loads at mul- 
tiple institutions to make up a full-time 
schedule. 

According to a variety of CSU fac- 
ulty and administrators, part-time fac- 
ulty only teach and provide office hours 
to students, leaving a smaller full-time 
faculty pool other responsibilities such 
as participating in university gover-

nance, student advising and depart- 
ment meetings. 

“The bigger impact would be the 
work that part-timers don’t do,” 
Meglibow said. “It falls on fewer and 
fewer shoulders.” 

The CSU Academic Senate’s posi- 
tion is that less part-time faculty is 
better, Fitzgerald said. 

“There is a fiscal argument that it’s 
a better use of resources, but they 
don’t advise,” Fitzgerald said. “They 
are discouraged from doing it.” 

Cassuto said that part-timers teach 
well but typically are not on campus five 
days a week. Part-timers generally don’t 
participate in university life outside the 
classroom, such as club advising.

“My sense, based on the meeting 
itself, is we don’t know enough,” 
said Krabacher, who added the 


meeting’s brevity and question-and-. 


answer format “left alot up in the air” 
— and could have easily led to mis- 
understandings. 

“I would suspect, and I would 
hope, that these concerns will be un- 
founded,” he said. 

According to Krabacher — baked 
on remarks made in a meeting with 
CSU senate chairs in February — 
tenure is not in Reed’s game plan. 

“He made it very clear at that 
meeting that he had no intention of 
eliminating tenure at the CSU,” said 
Krabacher, who added, “It’s some- 
thing that needs to be clarified.” 

Another area Krabacher said defi- 
nitely needs clarification is Reed’s 
stance on technology in the university. 

“There is a tendency to see dis- 
tance learning and education tech- 
nology, in some quarters, as a univer- 
sal solution,” said Krabacher. 

But according to Krabacher, 
“There is no indication that he is 
going to go overboard on this.” 

Krabacher is currently drafting a 
letter, which will be reviewed by the 
executive committee, requesting 
Reed clarify the remarks he made at 
the meeting.

Baseball team looks ahead to Big West tourney

RENO, Nev. — Fortunes can be 
quickly won or lost in Reno, as any 
gambler can attest. 

The Sacramento State baseball 
team learned that lesson the hard way 
last weekend, as the Hornets were 
swept in a pivotal three-game series 
by the University of Nevada-Reno. 

The two teams were tied for first 
place in the Big West Conference 
North Division heading into the se- 
ries, but the Wolf Pack played poor 
hosts, jumping all over the Sac State 
pitching staff for 46 runs. 

“I think they’ re playing good base- 
ball right now,” said Hornet head 
coach John Smith of the Nevadateam. 

“We played a good team. When 
you play a good team, sometimes bad 
things happen.” 

The bad things for Sac State were 
rather numerous. To wit: 

e Seven Nevada hitters had at least 
two RBI as the Wolf Pack held off a 
Hornet rally for a 20-10 victory in the 
opener. 

¢ Sac State blew a 13-9 lead in the 
second game, as Nevada scored eight 
runs in the bottom of the ninth to win 
17-13, including a game-winning 
grand slam by Matt Ortiz. 

¢ The Hornets had an opportunity to 


break open the series finale in the sev- 
enth inning, but squandered the chance 
and settled for just one run. The Wolf 
Pack responded with five runs in the 
next two innings to win 9-5. 

¢ Sac State committed 12 errors for 


“the series, leading to 17 unearned runs. 


The Hornets (12-15, 22-31) still 
have a slim chance to win first place 
in the North Division, but they will 
need to sweep New Mexico State this 
weekend and hope that the Univer- 
sity of the Pacific does the same to 
Nevada (13-10, 26-29). 

Smith, however, is focusing on 
getting his team ready for next week’s 
conference tournament. 

“At this point, like somebody on 
their side said yesterday, when the 
tournament starts we’re all 0-0,” 
Smith said. “We have to start looking 
ahead to (the tournament).” 

The Hornets will need to rebound 
from last weekend’s tough series, as 
Nevada put a serious dent in Sac 
State’s momentum. 

After scoring 67 runs in the four 
games Sac State played leading up to 
the weekend series, the Hornets couldn’t 
match the same consistency at the plate, 
and the Sac State pitching staff — 
which was next to last in team earned- 
run average in the Big West—couldn’t 
stop the Wolf Pack attack.

“(But) I’m not disappointed in how 
we played. The two teams played one 
hell of a series.” 

Nevada established its offense 
early, scoring 12 runs in the first six 
innings in Friday’s opener. The Hor- 
nets responded with an eight-run sey- 
enth, but the Wolf Pack countered 
with eight unanswered runs in the 
bottom of the seventh and eighth in- 
nings to win it. 

Jason Bolton drove in three runs 
in the first game, and Bill Hoover and 
Josh Payne each had three hits for the 
Hornets. 

On Saturday it was Sac State which 
took control in the middle innings, as 
the Hornets overcame a 7-5 deficit to 
go up 12-7. 

Brian Gilman and Dan Elorduy 
each had four hits for Sac State, which 
had 21 hits for the game. Gilman also 
drove in four runs and homered, while 
Bolton went 3-for-5 with a homer 
and three RBI. 

Nevada would have the last laugh, 
though, as Lyle Overbay went 4-for- 
6 with five RBI and Ortiz capped it it 
with the grand slam. 

Sac State picked up its play in the 
last game, getting solid pitching from 
starter Bryan Ballenger. But the Wolf 
Pack finished the Hornets off with four 
runs in the eighth toclose out thesweep. 
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the players couldn’ t play,” said head coach John 
Volek. “He’s part cf the Hornet family.” 
While the players and coaches took to the field, 
Knapp was in intensive care recovering from a 
biopsy atKaiser Permanente Medical Center. Volek 
said the procedure was major and took between 
three to four hours to complete. 
After the scrimmage, the team knelt in the 
center of the field to pray for their friend. 
“They’ ve got to know that Joe needs them to 
be strong,” Volek said. “They love that guy and 
are going to keep working for him.” 
The 19-year-old Knapp did notplay lastseason, 
but — at 6-feet-2-inches and 260 pounds — he is 
expected to be a future force on the offensive line 
at tight end. At Ygnacio Valley High in Concord, 
he was a team captain and was named to the all- 
Mountain Bay Athletic League team in each of his 
three years on the varsity squad. 
Knapp is expected to return home to Con- 
cord on Tuesday or Wednesday to recover for 
two weeks, before returning to Sacramento to 


Start treatment. 

Volek said that on Friday many of the players 
and coaches went to visit Knapp at the hospital. 
“We went down to let him know he’s needed 
for game one against Saint Mary’s (Sept. 5),” 
Volek said. “Joe needs us right now and our 
prayers got out to him and his family.” 

“We're trying tokeep his spirits up,” said senior 
linebacker Ryland Wickman. “It’s extra motiva- 
tion for us to get him back on the side lines.” 
One player who knows firsthand about the 
devastating effect cancer can have on a family is 
second-year quarterback A.J. Bermhardt, who lost 
his father to cancer his senior year in high school. 
“When I first heard about it I could really 
empathize (with Knapp),” Bernhardt said. “I 
know what his family is going through. 

Bernhardt himself had a scare last season 
when a growth appeared on an X-ray after he 
injured his shoulder. The growth turned out not 
to be a tumor.

into spring practice, Volek said 
the offense needed to get stron- 
ger on first and second down, 
which he said comes from run- 
ning the football. 

Last season, the Hornets 
were ranked 85th (out of 118 
Division I-AA teams) in the 
nation in rushing, averaging 
3.6 yards per carry and 117 
yards per game on the ground. 

Only one-third of Sacra- 
mento State’ s touchdowns last 
year were from rushing. 

This year, coach Volek 

feels the offense will be different. 
“I believe we can score with both the pass 
and the run,” Volek said. 


“This is the first time I’ve come out of the 
spring with a running game — we proved that 
today. We’ ve had to rely on the pass to score, 
but we really believe we’ll have better balance 
offensively this season.” 

Besides the depth at offensive line, the other 
reason for the Hornets’ confidence with the 
ground game is the improvement of second- 
year running back Charles Roberts. 

Last season, Roberts rushed for a team-high 
587 yards, including a 183-yard game on the 
ground against Portland State. On Saturday, he 
carried the ball 20 times for 155 yards, scoring 
one touchdown. 

For Roberts, a sophomore, this was his first 
spring practice as a Hornet. 

“Tt feels good to have this spring practice under 
my belt,” Roberts said. “It was hard coming out of 
high school (last year) and learning this new sys- 
tem. It’s a whole different game.”

bilingual strategies. So Unz is targeting those 
few teachers who do,” Campbell said. 

Panelist Linh Dao, a candidate for U.S. 
Senate, defended the propositions, arguing vot- 
ers can do what is best for children by having 
faith in their intelligence. 

“Children up to the age 11 have the ability to 
learn English quickly if they mingle with native 
speakers,” Dao said. “Many teen immigrants have 
the advantage of having a better education from 
their home countries, so alot of them have already 
studied what is being taught in America. Having 
the class twice gives them the chance to pick up the 
English without hurting their studies.” 

Dao used other sections of the country as 
examples of how immigrants might succeed. 

“If you look at the situation in the Midwest, 
say Nebraska, how do immigrants learn when 
there are no bilingual programs?” she said.

But Campbell said the initiative’s assump- 
tion that non-native speakers will be able to 
learn English in a year was incorrect. 

“Anyone who has studied a foreign lan- 
guage knows it takes much longer than a year to 


become proficient at it,” he said. 


Campbell also questioned the forces behind 
the initiative. 

“This is just another example of mean, vin- 
dictive, vicious Republicans picking on chil- 
dren through their anti-education policies,” he 
said. “But what really makes me angry is the 
media is buying into the lies of 227.” 

Campbell attacked statistics used by Unz in 
aPBS “Newshour with Jim Lehrer’ clip, shown 
just before the debate, which Unz used to assert 
the initiative would decrease drop-out rates 
among Latinos. Campbell contended the num- 
bers reflected mostly migrant workers and al- 
ready assimilated English speakers. 

“This is obviously not caused by bilingual

education; the Republican-controlled Congress 


underfunding schools is why Chicanos fail,” he 
said. 

Tensions ran high during the debate’ s ques- 
tion and answer session, with students calling 
Dao’s Nebraska comparison ridiculous. After 
one student told Doa, an immigrant to the U.S. 
— to take bilingual classes, debate moderator 
and government studies professor Jeff Lustig 
had to step in to regain order of the cheering 
audience. 

Lustig had to step in again during closing 
arguments when an angry audience member 
took issue with Dao’s reference to learning 
English as being a “sink or swim situation.” 

In his closing remarks, Campbell urged 
audience members to challenge Unz by voting 
down Proposition 227. 

“In a state as diverse as California, we need 
policies that show us how rorespect each other, 
not divide us,” he said.

would not be activated until one week 
later. According to Public Safety investi- 
gator John Hamrick, no announcements 
were made to officers as to when the phones 
would be operational. | 

“(The officers) told me I should have 
called them from the emergency phones” 
the student said. 

The officers explained it would be easier 
to gather evidence from the scene if an 
emergency phone were utilized, she said. 

According to Robin Lovering, man- 
ager for project design and development, 
the emergency phones were originally 
scheduled to have been completed in 
October. 

Lovering said the project’s comple- 
tion was delayed due to subcontractor 
problems, lack of correct parts and red 
tape. 

But Hamrick was pleased the phones 
are now up and running. 


“I think the blue (emergency) phones 
will help,” he said. 

Hamrick said items such as the emer- 
gency phones and cell phones are helpful 
because the chances of apprehending a sus- 
pect are greatly increased if the victim can 
still see the perpetrator fleeing while speak- 
ing with officers. 

Lovering said the original proposal, 
made by university telecommunications 
services, called for 23 emergency phones. 

However, costs limited that number to 
nine. 

“There will-eventually be more,” 
Lovering said. 

According to Lovering, purchase and 
installation of the current phones cost the 
university $225,000. 

The project — rejected by alternative 
sources of funding — was paid out of the 
parking trust fund by the transportation 
department, according to Lovering. 

Phones are located in Lot 7, Lot 10, Lot 
8, behind Solano Hall and near the Child 
Care Center.
